The Board signed the Omitted and Revised Assessment Report for Fiscal Year 2005.

Year 2006, Preliminary, in the amount of $13,255,005.30; and the Assessors Warrant 
to Collector Personal Property Tax Fiscal Year 2006, Preliminary, in the amount of

Administrator.  The Board requested Mr. Simmons to proceed in the development of 
an estimated value to help the Town make a determination of future use.
